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Claims 1-12 are drawn methods for treating neoplastic disease employing synergistic 
combination of 2'- halometljylidene derivative and a S-phase or M-phase specific agent. 
Applicant is required to elect a specific synergistic combination of one 2'-halomethylidene 
derivative with one S-phase or M-phase specific agent and to add a claim to the elected 
combination. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other, as they 
have acquired a separate status in the art of treating neoplastic disease state as a separate subject 
matter for inventive effect and require independent searches. It is noted that a reference to one 
synergistic combination of drugs would not be a reference to another synergistic combination of 
drugs under 35 U.S.C. 103. Further, the claims read on a multitude of synergistic combinations 
of drugs which would require many field of searches that would be an undue burden on the 
Examiner. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes is proper.
